The general plan’ that hes been 
followed has been to trace the whole history of 
our food supply from the first moment the ani- 
mal is brought to the shores of this colony to 
tho last, when it appears ‘npon the stalls of the 
market for ante ag food.

honge in any market ‘unless with the written 
sanotion and authority of the Registrar-Gouoral.” 
This, if strictly carried out, would put an end to 
overcrowding of ‘the market. No ono who had 
not the authority-of the Registrar-Genoral 
would have power fo reside in: the market, 
Soctions 22 and 23 provided for the regwiation 
of markets. This was formerly regulated by 
Ordinance 5 of 1887. Section 4 of that Ordin- 
ence provided that “ All hoases, shops,, Jans, or 
other fonoments in markets shall be let by the 
Regiatrar-Genoral either by public tender or 
private contract for such rent, premium, or con- 
sideration, and for such. period aud upon such | 
conditions as shail from time—to time be fixed by | 
the Registrar-General with the approval of the 
Governor in Council.” It had beon thought 
better to stata the conditions fally in the pro 
sent Bill. The first condition was that “All 
market buildings shalt be let wiihout fine or 
premium, either from month vo month, or for a 
term of yoars, for the highest rent obtainable, 
auch rent to be secertained by sealed tandors. 
In ease of equal tenderg the tanant in possession, 
if any, shall have the preference.” In somo 
casea & promium amcunting tos large sum has 
been obtained, and tho holdor of tho lisnoo 
has thus obtained a life interest. In fu- 
ture there will be no premium, but the 
market bnildinga ° will be. let at _ the 
highest rant obtainable.
